49. (Previously Pi^sentcd) A method for sillying power for an implantable 
caidiovertcr^efibrillator for subcutaneous positioning between the third rib and the twelfth rib 
and using a lead system that does not directly contact a patient's heart or reside in the 
intrathoracic blood vessels and for providing anti-bradycardia pacing energy to the heart, the 
method con^rising: 

generating anti-bradycardia pacing energy; 
storing die anti-bradycardia pacing energy; and 
delivering the anti-bradycardia pacing energy to the patient*s heart; 
wherein the anti*bradycardia pacing energy comprises a monophasic wavefonn having a 
peak voltage that is between approximately 25 vohs and appinoximately 50 volts, 

50. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 55, wherein the anti-bradycardia pacing 
energy comprises a monophasic waveform havmg a peak voltage that is between approximately 
.1 volts and approximately 100 volts.
